tion of badness that one knows of under 
imuny and various hard appellations, which 
to mention in ‘polite society is considered. | 
impplite,—Shanghai Courier. 

‘Tue following is fromthe Peking Gazette of 
Maroh 20th:— —-; : : 


The Govornor of Kuangsi reports the 
artival.of the’ Annamese Envoy at the pro- 
vincial capital, and his departure from 
thonee ofthis way toe Peking. In obedi- 
ence to Imperial decree, the memoriali 
decitled- to allow the, Envoy to crose tii 
frontier on on the 4th of Qctober last, and 
wrote to the Kihg of Annam to that effect. 
Ho also sent a weiynen to Chén-nan Kuan 
to receivethe Envoy, and wrote to the 
Commander-in-Chief to furnish him with 
an escort, In due course, the Prefect of 
Tai-p'ing Fu roported that the Envoy had 
croased the frontier on the ‘appointed, 
and that the King had. forvarded his 
congratulatory memorial, with articles of 
tribute, and o list of ‘the names. of the 
mombors of the Mission. The contents of 
this. memorial and the list of articles of 
tribute have already been reported to His 
Majesty.” On the 7th of January, the 
Mission reached Kuei-lin Fu. It consisted of 
an Envoy called Yuan'Shu and two deputies ; 
ejght members of his etaff, and nine atton- 
dunts, ‘The memorialist directed them to 
rest a fow diye in Kuei-lin Fu, and, os udual, 
invited them to a banquet, furnishing them 
besides with tho usual allowance of eatables 
during their stay: Having noticed that the 
Mission ‘was ill-supplied'with garments, in, 
sufticient, indeod, to supply changes enough * 
for 80 long a journey, he presented them 
with a further supply of silk and fur cloth-- 
ing at’ his own expense. They then left 
the Frovincial capital on their way north- 
wards, taking boat on the 21st of January, 
under the charge of certain officers, who. 
wore verbally admonished by the memoria- 
list to take due care of them. , .

In 
fact, the season seems to be a sickly. one for 
the tiny youths ond- maidens in our midst. 
‘A fow families are suffering from that critical 
complaint known oz measles, ‘and. four or 
five children at the present moment aro in 
a dangerous condition, owing to this sick- 
ness, and the diptheria that has aupervoned. 
The last disease is the most to be dreaded, 
and it is strange to relate that diptheric 
affections are very. prevalent in the Settle- 
ment, which id remarkable, when we con-

Some mombors 
of this cilaea declare that they have only the 
interest of the sailor at heart. They take 


charrze of him when he lands from a voyage, 
an@, “although he may be a‘drunkon vile 
Wretch thoy charitably take him in. They 
endeavor to keep lim from drunkenness 
and low associates and they. take his advance 
money and with it fit him out for-tho noxt 
voyage. .Their only recompense for.all this 
kindness is the slight amount thoy receive 
for the board and lodging of the sailor. 
They. are constantly endeavoring to keep 
him in the straight path. .They-shield the 
sailor from the people who are always wait- 
ing to rob him and they use his monéy 
solely for his benefit. It is difficult to ac- 
count for so much charity and generosity. 
There is nothing in return beyond the small 
amount; which it is said, the sailor ‘poys 
for his accommodation ; and this is more 
wonderful when - the degraded ‘condition of 
many of the sailors is ‘taken. into ‘consider-_ 
action. Yet, it-is well oftentimes to impute 
good motives where such are claimed. And 
where so much disinterestedness is evident. 
it would be rude to cry wolf, or to insinuate

think of such 4. thing. Also, it happons 
that the father-in-law then’ falsely. de-

Jaw and the “husband -himself ‘forcibly sell. 
the. concubines’ for: immoral: purposes, - If 
the women: sre not willing,’ then they are 
beaten and maltreated in every way, till at 
the end they poison themselves, thinking 
life not worth ivi and_preferring death.
